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INTRODUCTION 


To  the  ('luiinmin  and  Members  of  the  Ellesmere  Pori  Urban 
District  Uouncil.

I have  the  honour  to  ]') resent  to  you  my  I’eport  on  the  lu'altli 
and  sanitary  circumstances  of  the  Urban  District  for  the  year 
1937. 


During  the  year  covered  by  the  following  re])ort,  with  the 
exception  of  the  short  period  from  the  date  of  my  appointment 
on  the  15th  December,  1937,  until  the  end  of  the  year,  tlie 
Urban  District  of  Ellesmere  Port  formed  part  of  the  North- 
AVest  Cheshire  Combined  (Public  Health)  Area,  constituted 
under  the  North-West  Cheshire  United  Districts  (Medical 
Officer  of  Health)  Orders,  1911  and  1934,  and  therefore  this 
report  deals  for  the  most  part  with  a period  during  which, 
until  his  recent  retirement  on  Superannuation,  Dr.  4.  P. 
AAoman  was  Aledical  Officer  of  Health  for  the  Urban  District. 


The  vital  statistics  for  the  year  are  based  upon  a })0])ulation 
of  25,610,  as  estimated  by  the  Reia^istrar  (leneral.  This  is  an 
increase  of  510  on  the  previous  year. 

The  (reneral  Death  Rate  shews  a slight  increase — from  9.0 
to  9.91  per  1,000  population. 

The  Birth  Rate  shews  a decrease — from  20.04  to  18.(S6  i)er 
1,000  population. 

The  Infant  Mortality  Rate  was  66.2  ])er  1,000  live  births.

GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH 
SERVICES  IN  THE  AREA 


I.  Professional  Nursing  in  the  Home. 


{(i)  (renerd]..  There  is  a distriet  nursiiii’’  oi'^aiiisatioii  whieli 
provides  a tT'aioed  nurse.  Subserij)ti()ns  fi'oni  charitable  ])ers()iis 
and  small  char^-es  for  services  I'endered  serve  to  sii])])ort  tlu' 
organisation.  The  sei'vices  of  a District  Xursc'  arc*  ])ai‘tially 
retained  bv  the  Douncil. 


(b)  Fo)'  Infectidus  J)isedses.  There  are  no  arrangements  for 
nursing  infectious  cases  with  the  exception  of  pneumonia.  In 
the  district  steps  have  been  takcai  or  are  contem])lated  to  secure' 
home  nursing  for  sufferers  from  pneumoina  in  accordance'  with 
the  ^Ministry’s  (hrculai*. 

^‘AVhere  aelequate  nursing  in  the  he)me  is  available, 
admission  to  an  institutie)n  pramarily  for  nursing  attention  can 
often  be  avoieleel,  as  also  can  the  unnecessary  retention  in 
hos])ital  of  patients  wlu)  have  reached  a stage  at  which  meeiical 
attention  in  the  he)me  is  sufficient  if  ])roper  nursing  also  is 
available  there."

In  all  cases  which  come  before  the  IMinistry,  strict  com])liance 
with  the  [)recautions  recommended  by  them  for  observance  in  con- 
nection with  the  tip])in«’  of  refuse  is  made  a condition  of  sanction, 
for  it  cannot  be  too  stronyly  em|)liasized  that  careful  attention 
must  be  i>'iven  to  matters  of  detail  if  success  is  to  b('  achieved.  It 
is  im])oi'tant,  for  example,  that  the  refuse  should  be  deposited  so 
that  thei'e  are  no  cavities  in  the  interior;  the  exclusion  of  air,  and 
the  effective  sealing'  of  the  outer  surfaces  by  means  of  earth  or 
other  in('ombustit)l('  material  which  will  ])ack  closely  over  the 
refuse,  are  essential  features  of  controlled  tipping.”
